(I\N.)/50 dated ilia loth June, 1050 issued by Ihc Governmeni of India, 
Ministry of Commerce, in the Gazette of India Exti uoi-diniivy duled the 15th 
June, 1950 icguiding the principles governing the ibaue of import licences for 
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July /December 1050. In the remarks column against S. No. 78 o£ Part V 
of 1 lie I T.G. Schedule aide Appendix “B" to that Public Notice, it is stated 
1 hit ‘'No bccnces will be granted for unessential domestic appliances like 
Electric Kettles, Electric Irons and Electric Stoves”. After turlhcr con-

Extraordinary, dated the 16th June, 1950, the following decisions made by the 
Government of India governing the issue of import licences for Non-Ferrous 
Metals for the licensing period July-Dccember 1950 are published for general 
information. 

2. Appended to this Public Notice is a Statement which shows in a tabular 
form th i licensing policy which will be followed in respect of imports of Non- 
Ferrous Metals from different licensing areas oxcept, Japan which will be the 
subject of a separate Public Notice to be issued shortly. Importers are advised

I!, The procedure for applying tor import licences laid down in the Com- 
merce Ministry’s Public Notice No. 14-TTC(l , N)/50, dated lha 15th Juno, I960 
regarding lorm of application. Income Tax Verification Certificate, payment of 
fees described under paragraphs 19, 20, 21, 24 and 26 and the instructions 
contained in Sections II — “Established importers’’, III — “Actual users’’ and 
IV — '‘Newcomers’’ will apply mutatis mutandis to the import of Non Ferrous 
Metals, except as follows: — 

(i) Applications for import licences for Non-Eerrous Metals should be clearly 
marked and addressed as under: —

New De'hi.’’ 

All subsequent correspondence on the subject should also be addressed as 
indicated above so as to ensure prompt attention. 

(ii) The import licences tor the import of Non-Ferrous Metals will be issued 
on a Provincial Basis in the first instance On the basis of these Provisional 
Licences, orders can be placed and importers will he able to open Letters of 
Credit in favour of their foreign suppliers, but they will not bo valid for clear- 
ance of tne goods from the Customs unless I hey are confirmed. These licences 
will be confirmed by the office of the Chief Controller of Imports on the 
importers producing, along with the licence, copies of the orders placed and 
the original acceptance of the orders by the Suppliers. 

(iii) All 'licences issued for Non-Eerrous Metals will bo valid for shipments 
within a period of 6 months from the date ot issue of the licence. This period 
of validity licence will also be specified on each licence. It should be particu- 
larly noted that no revalidation of the period of validity of such licences will 
be allowed. 

fiv) No last date is prescribed for the r eeeipt ot applications for licenoes
